One of the most terrific experiences ; 
in the history of ballooning was that 
of three aeronauts who in 1875 made 
an ascension in a large and wfcll made i 
balloon, the Zenith. In this voyage 
the object was to reach the greatest 
possible altitude. The balloon rose to 
a height of 28,000 feet—that is, about 
five and a half miles from the earth. 
At this point something happened— ; 
what, no one will ever know, since the 
only surviving balloonist, Tissandier, 
was at the time insensible. But the 
balloon began a rapid fall and finally 
struck the ground with such a fright¬ 
ful shock that Sivel and Croce-Spiu- 
nelli were killed instantly, while Tis- 
sandier’s life was spared by a miracle. 

The account of this voyage Is per¬ 
haps best told in Tissandier’s own 
words: 

"At 23,000 feet we were standing up 
in the car. Sivel, who had given up 
for a moment, was reinvigorated. 
Croce-Spinnelli was motionless in front 
of me. I felt stupefied and frozen. I 
wished to put on my fur gloves. But 
without being conscious of it the ac¬ 
tion of taking them from my pocket 
necessitated an effort that I could no 
longer make. 1 copy verbatim the fol¬ 
lowing lines which were w'ritten by 
me, although I have no very distinct 
remembrance of doing so. They are 
traced in a hardly legible manner by a 
hand trembling with cold: 

“ ‘My hands are frozen. I am all 
right. We are all right. Fog in the 
horizon, with little rounded cirrus. We 
are ascending. Croce pants. lie in¬ 
hales oxygen. Sivel closes his eyes. 
Croce also closes his eyes. Sivel 
throws out ballast.’ Sivel seized his 
lcnife aud cut successively three cords, 
and the three bags emptied them¬ 
selves, and we ascended rapidly. 

“When Sivel cut away the bags of 
ballast at the height of about 24,000 
feet 1 seemed to remember that he w r as 
sitting at the bottom of the car and 
nearly in the same position as Croce- 
Spinnelli. For my part, I was in the 
angle of the car, ,hanks to which sup¬ 
port I' was able to hold up, but I sooj* 
felt too weak even to turn my head to 
look at my companions. This was 
about 1:30 p. ui. At 2:08 p. in. 1 
awoke for a moment and found the j 
balloon rapidly descending. 1 was able j 
to cut away a bag of ballast to check j 
the speed and wrote in my notebook 
the following words: 


my unfortunate friends were snaKen 
about in the car, and I thought every 
moment they would be jerked out. At 
length, however. 'I seized the valve 
line, and the gas soon escaped from 
the balloon, which lodged against a 
tree. It was then 4 o’clock. On step¬ 
ping out I was seized with a feverish 
attack and sank down and thought for 
a moment that I was going to join my 
friends In the next world, but I came 
to. I found the bodies of my friends 
cold and stiff. I had them put under 
shelter In an adjacent barn. The de¬ 
scent of the Zenith took place on the 
plains 155 miles from Paris as the 
crow files. The greatest height at¬ 
tained in this ascent is estimate! at 
28.000 feet.”—W. R. C. Latson in Uin- 
neapolis Journal.

ARTILLERY CURIOSITIES, 


CUNNING BIRDS. 


Old Time Cannon That Were Made of 
Leather, Wood and Rock. 

Among the curiosities of artillery 
odd inventions have a great place. 
Cannon have been made of the most 
unlikely materials. Leather was used 
as t'a.'ij. Ub j \ .I,, s day at the 
siege of Boulogne. The very articles 
were stored in the tower once, and 
Evelyn saw them there, inscribed 
‘‘Non Marti • >jmis est cui 1104 deficit 
Mercurius.” Are they still lying in 
some corner 1 f a forgotten lumber 
room? The Scotch employed leather 
guns in 1040 to batter Lord Conway’s 
fortifications at New bourne, and they 
did the work well. Describing the fe¬ 
verish alarm in I’aris in 1792, Carlyle 
says: “One citizen has wrought out the 
scheme of a wooden cannon, which 
France shall exclusively profit by in 
the first instance. It is to be made of 
staves by the coopers, of almost bound¬ 
less caliber, but uncertain as to 
strength.” 

Two small pieces brought to France 
by the Siamese ambassadors as pres¬ 
ents from their king to Louis XIV. 
were the only artillery procurable for 
the atack on the Bastille—of eccentric 
model no doubt, adorned with dragons 
and golden inscriptions, but efficient 
workmanship. We read of gold cannon 
in India. There were two so de¬ 
scribed at Baroda in Burton’s time, 
"to which regular adoration was of¬ 
fered.” In fact, the tubes were of 
steel, but the ihassive gold casing cost 
£ 20 , 000 . 

For the defense of Malta in the old 
days the knights “invented a kind of 
ordnance of their own, unknown to all 
the world beside,” says Brydone, an 
eyewitness. They followed out the nat¬ 
ural rock here and there in such fash¬ 
ion that the cavity was like a^nortar, 
put a barrel of gunpowder into the 
hole, plugged it witli a wooden disk 
exactly fitting and heaped miscellane¬ 
ous projectiles thereupon. About fifty 
of these singular cannon defended 
creeks and landing places. Some of 
them were six feet in diameter and 
threw 10,000 pounds weight of iron or 
stone into the air. Doubtless if all 
went well they would do tremendous 
execution upon an enemy trying to 
disembark. 

But there are eccentricities still more 
curious on record. In a tomb on the 
island of Chinal, near Usumaclnta, 
Mexico, was found a cannon four feet 
eleven inches long of terra cotta, with 
terra cotta bullets. Jt is suggested 
that when Cortes retired after his 
great flight at Ceutla, Tabasco, the na¬ 
tives copied the Spanish guns in clay, 
hoping to produce the same results.— 
London Standard.

The Principals In the Longest 
Duel on Record. 


IT LASTED NINETEEN YEARS. 


The Way the Quarrel Between These 
Two Hot Headed Frenchmen Began 
In 1794 and How It Was Continued 
Until Finally Settled In 1813. 


The following duel story presents a 
striking contrast to those we are now 
accustomed to hear and gives us some 
idea of the character of those dash¬ 
ing beaux sabreurs by whose aid Napo 
leon became the scourge of Europe. 

In the city of Strassburg at the close 
of the eighteenth century soldiers of 
all ranks had ample opportunities of 
picking quarrels whenever they wish¬ 
ed. A captain of hussars named Four- 
'nier indulged in this amusement to his 
hurt’s content and became celebrated 
for his aggressive temper and his ad¬ 
dress with arms. Strassburg had to 
reproach him for the loss of her sons, 
and especially for having challenged 
without any plausible reason a young 
man named Blume, whom he killed 
without the slightest pity. 

On the very day of Blume’s funeral 
General Moreau gave a ball, to which 
were invited all the members of the 
high bourgeoise. It was desirable to 
avoid the scandalous scenes which 
could not fail to take place between 
the fellow townsmen, perhaps the rela¬ 
tions, of the unfortunate deceased 
and the aggressor, who was styled his 
murderer. General Moreau therefore 
desired his aid-de-camp. Captain Du¬ 
pont, to prevent Captain Fournier 
from entering the ballroom. Dupont 
stationed himself in a corner of one of 
the antechambers and immediaU.ly he 
caught sight of him accosted him ab¬ 
ruptly. 

‘‘What are you going to do here?” 

“Ah, is that you, Dupont? Good 
evening.

“Indeed! Why not?” 

“Y’ou must take yourself off. The 
general orders you to return to your 
own apartments.” 

“Am I turned out of the house?” 

Dupont shrugged his shoulders. 

“Are you aware of the consequences 
of turning Fournier out of doors?” 

“I don’t want to hear any of your 
rodomontades. Just have the good¬ 
ness to take yourself off.” 

“Listen!" said Fournier in a fury. 
“1 cannot have my revenge on the 
general because he is my superior offi¬ 
cer, but you are my equal. You have 
presumed to take your share in the in¬ 
sult, and you shall pay for the whole 
of it. We will fight.” 

“Listen in turn.” said Dupont. “I 
have long been out of patience with 
you. I am disgusted with your bully¬ 
ing ways, and 1 hope to give you a 
lesson you will long remember.” 

Fournier would have gone mad with 
vexation had he not been consoled by 
the hope of killing Dupont. But the 
result of the combat was not what he 
expected, for Dupont gave him a 
frightful wound. 

“You fence well,” said Fournier as he 
fell. 

“Not badly, as you see.” 

“Yes. But uow I know your play. 
You won’t catch me another time, as 
1 will soon show you.” 

“Y’ou wish for another encounter?” 

“Parbleu! That’s a matter of course.” 

In fact, after a few weeks’ nursing 
Fournier for the second time was face 
to face with his adversary. It was 
now his turn. lie gave Dupont a 
home thrust, with the comment; “You 
see you hold your hand too low to par¬ 
ry properly. After your lunge you 
gave me time to stock three inches of 
cold irou between your ribs.” 

"This is only the second act,” cried 
Dupont. “We’ll come to the catastro¬ 
phe as soon as possible.” 

At the third meeting they each re¬ 
ceived a trifling scratch. So these two 
fire eaters, annoyed at such a negative 
result, agreed to recommence the strug¬ 
gle until one of the two confessed him¬ 
self beaten. They therefore drew up 
a treaty to this effect, and whenever 
the madmen were able to meet they 
fought. Their persons were marked 
with numerous scars, yet they contin¬ 
ued to cut and slash at each other In 
most enthusiastic stvle. Fournier ne«H 
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to observe now and then, “It is really 
astonishing that I, who always kill my 
man, cannot contrive to kill that devil 
Dupont.” 

After these encounters had contin¬ 
ued some years Dupont, now 7 promoted 
to the rank of general, received orders 
to join the army of the Grisons. He 
was not expected and was trying in 
vain to find a lodging when he per- [ 
ceived a chalet, through whose win¬ 
dows a light was gleaming. He knock¬ 
ed at the door and entered. A man 
was writing at a bureau. He turned 
his head and, recognizing his visitor, 
said before the other could cross the 
threshold: 

“Ah, is that you, Dupont? We will 
have a little sword play.” 

“With all my heart," said Dupmt to 
Fournier, who chanced to be the occu- j 

pant of the chalet, and they set to 
work, chatting between the passes. 

“I thought you were employed in tha 
interior,” said Fournier. 

“The minister has promoted me tc 
the Fourth corps.” 

“Vraiment! What a curious coinci 
dence! I command the cavalry there. ( 
And so you have only just arrived? I 
am delighted.” 

At last General Dupont’s sword, aft¬ 
er piercing General Fournier’s shoul¬ 
der, struck the wall. 

“Saprist!” shouted Fournier. 

“You didn’t expect that." 

“On the contrary, directly I left my 
guard I knew 7 I was caught. But ’tis 
you who don’t expect what is going tc 
happen.” 

During the little dialogue Dupont 
kept Fournier pinned to the wall as a 
naturalist w'ould a butterfly. 

“Well, what will happen?” 

“The moment you stir I shall give 
you a thrust in the belly. You are a 
dead man,” said Fournier. 

“I shall parry your thrust.” 

“Impossible.” 

“I shall keep you piuned till you 
throw down your sword.” 

“I shall not do that. 1 intend to kill 
you.” 

Fortunately the noise made by the 
two generals was heard by some olll- ■ 
cers, who separated the combatants. 

Dupont, the more reasonable of the \ 
two, sometimes thought of the absurd-! 
lty of a quarrel which st* 11 went on; 
after so many conflicts and at last do-1 
cided to make an end of the matter. 

One morning he called on Fournier. 

“Are you come to fix a day for a 
match?” inquired the latter. 

“Y'es, but first of all let us talk a lit¬ 
tle. Listen. I intend to get married, 
and before doing so I should like to be 
done with you.” 

“Oh! Oh!" 

“Our quarrel has now 7 lasted for nine¬ 
teen years. I do not wish to continue a 
style of life which my wife might con¬ 
sider not exactly comfortable, and j 
therefore 1 am come to propose a 
change in the mode of the combat. 
One of my friends has at Neullly an 
inclosure planted with trees, surround¬ 
ed by walls with two doors, one at; 
each end. At the hour agreed we will i 
go to the inclosure separately, armed 
with our two holster pistols, to take a 
single shot with each. We will try 
which can find the other, and whoever 
catches sight of the other shall fire.” 

“That’s a droll idea.” 

“Ten o’clock on Thursday morning- 
will that do?” 

“Agreed. Adieu till Thursday.” 

They were punctual at their rendez¬ 
vous, and as soon as they wife inside 
the inclosure they sought each other 
cautiously. They advanced slowly, 
cocked pistols in their hands, eye on 
the watch and ear all attention. At 
the turn of an alley they perceived 
each other. They threw themselves 
behind a couple of trees and waited. 
At last Dupont resolved to act. He 
waved the tail of his coat just outside 
the tree which protected him; then he 
protruded his arm, drawing it back In¬ 
stantly. Immediately a bullet sent a 
large piece of the bark flying. Four¬ 
nier had lost a shot. 

After a time Dupont recommenced the 
same maneuver on the opposite side of 
the tree trunk without, however, draw-! 
ing his adversary’s Are. Then, holding, 
his hat In his hand, he displayed if 
as far as the brim. In a twinkling the 
hat was blown aw 7 ay. Fortunately 
there was no head inside it. Four¬ 
nier, therefore, had wasted his second 
bullet. 

Dupont then sallied from his fortress 
and marched up to his opponent, who 
awaited him in the attitude of a brave 
man for whom there is no further 
hope. When Dupont was close to him 
he said: “I can kill you if I like—it is, 
my right and my privilege—but I can- 1 
not fire at a human creature in cold j 
blood. I spare your life.” 

“As you please.” 

“I spare you today, but you clearly 
understand that I remain the master 
of my own property, of which I allow 
you the provisional enjoyment. If e\ er 
you give me any trouble, if ever you 
try to pick a quarrel with me, I shall 
take the liberty of reminding you that 
I am the lawful owner of a couple of 
bullets specially designed to be lodged 
In your skull, and we will resume the 
affair exactly at the point where I 


think proper to leave it today.” 

So ended a duel begun in 1794 and 
finished in 1813.—Chambers’ Journal.

FOREST FIRES. 


The Watchful Rangers and the Way 
They Fight the Flames. 

In almost any of the western moun¬ 
tains the traveler sees the fire warn¬ 
ings of the forest service, and he is 
likely to meet some of the rangers. 
You will find them crossing the high 
Sierras in California, in the Crazy 
mountains of Montana, among the 
Olympics in Washington or following 
the old Apache trails along the mesas 
in Arizona. Wherever he is, the ranger 
keeps a keen lookout for the smoke of 
forest fires, and in the clear western 
atmosphere even a little smoke column 
can be detected from afar. As soon as 
he discovers it the ranger takes his ax 
and shovel and goes as only a western 
horse and rider can. Many small fires 
are stopped by this watchfulness, but 
there are others which take mnuy men 
many hours to subdue. A fire In a 
chaparral so thick that a man can 
hardly force his way through it and 
parched by six months of drought 
makes hard and trying fighting. Then 
there are fires in the big timber among 
the dead trees of old windfalls and 
overhead fires that spread faster than 
a man can run. If unchecked, they 
will burn for weeks over thousands of 
acres of timber. 

And all this destruction may be caus¬ 
ed by a carelessly left campfire or a 
match dropped from horseback. The 
sheep men used to set the forest on 
fire purposely, for the year after a fire 
the burned acres yield fine forage. 
Happily this practice Is discontinued. 
Sparks from locomotives now set more 
fires within the national forests than 
any other cause. Camping parties are 
the next worst offenders. Indians, 
stockmen, miners and lumbermen who 
travel continually in the forests very 
seldom leave campfires to spread and 
do damage. They know too well the 
results. For a time almost every year 
the citizens of Portland, Ore., lose sight 
of some of the great raountains around 
the city on account of the smoke from 
the burning forests. There is little 
doubt that since the white man settled 
in the west more timber has been use¬ 
lessly burned than has been cut and 
used.—Arthur W. Page In World’s 
Work.

THE OPERA. 


It Appears to Have Originated In Italy 
In the Year 1600. 

The way Streatfeild. author of “The 
Opera,” traces the development of op¬ 
era through the centuries is paost clear 
and concise and leaves you with the 
impression that upon the matter of 
history, at any rate, he is master of 
his subject. Opera, it is shown, was 
the result of an attempt made by 
some Florentine amateurs to revive 
the lost glories of Greek tragedy. They 
failed to get back to the conditions of 
Athenian drama, but in failing they 
unconsciously laid the foundations of 
a new art form which soon worked 
itself into the affections of the peo¬ 
ple. The beginnings of opera might 
be said to date from the year 1600, 
when a public performance was given 
in Florence of Peri’s “Euridlce” in 
honor of the marriage of Maria de’ 
Medici and Henry IV. of France. This 
work consists almost entirely of ac¬ 
companied recitative, which was the 
invention of these Florentine reform¬ 
ers, and the voices were accompanied 
by a “violin, chitarone (a large guitar), 
lira grande, Unto grosso and gravicem- 
balo or harpsichord, which filled in 
the harmonies indicated by the figured 
bass.” It is interesting to know that 
in this very primitive work the com¬ 
poser tried to follow as closely as pos¬ 
sible in his music the ordinary inflec¬ 
tions of the speaking voice. Monte- 
verde, who was a contemporary of 
Peri, but whose first operu was pro¬ 
duced some seven years after “Eurid- 
iee,” made a similar effort to recon¬ 
cile music with speech, and many 
years after Gluck and still later Wag¬ 
ner tried to do so, and it is amusing

How Rats Can Be Destroyed. 

A most ingenious and ^practical 
method of exterminating rats has been 
suggested for use by tiie householder 
by Gustave Bisen. Mr. Eisen writes: 
“Common concentrated lye, such as 
comes in tins is chopped up finely and 
placed in the holes or passages of the 
rats. The lye burns the feet of the 
rats, which they try to get rid of by 
licking their paws. The corrosion 
creates an intense thirst and the rats 
leave their nests and hole for the open 
in search of water, where they die 
quickly. This remedy is the most ef¬ 
fective one known. The lye will last 
in the holes for six months or a year 
and remain effectively during that 
time. As every householder knows 
where the holes or passage ivays are, 
the extermination could be accomplish¬ 
ed by united efforts in two weeks.”
